He eventually. founded , 
the American Committee for Advancement of Western Culture and was a 
subscribing member of both the United States Progressive Party and 
the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship. 


A further review of the NYfile revealed that THOMPSON, , 
last noted as residing with his parents in NJ. in 1966, is a graduate 
of Yale University, held a reserve commission with the US Navy from 
1942 to 1947,' held a regular commission in the Navy in 1947 (serial 
number 482’931) and held a regular commission in the , US.

His occupation was listed as a printer and his associates,

Report dated October 9, 1952 at Newark, New Jersey 

Newark, New Jersey newspaper article reflects that 
captioned committees were organized by H. Keith Thompson 
in March 1?^. Stated purpose is to gain release of all 
German military personnel now in prison as war criminals, 
that Thompson is official representative in the Dnited 
States of the Socialist Reich Party of VTest Genii^y, and 
that counsel for ccsnmittees is E<^ard' Fleck en^ein, , 

TTeehawken, New Jersey. Records New Jersey State House, 
Division of Corporations, reflect no information concern- 
ing captioned coanaittees. Confidential informants advise ’ 
that Thompson was a member of the U. S. Na-vy from June 12, 
19U2 to December 30, 19l(7 and was also a member of the 
U. S. Marine Corps fTcai January 1, 1?U8 to June 27, 19$5, 
at which time he was dismissed fhom the Naval Sesrvice 
reason of a General Court Martial on charges of scandalous 
conduct tending to the destruction of good morals and mal- 
treatment of a person subject to his authority; further, 
that Thompson was an associate of and in contact with per- 
sons alleged to be menbers of the Cojomunist Party in 19U3.
